EZETA’S SCH! SCHEMING. 


He Employs thie. hoes American Flag ‘to 
Cover His Designs. 

T TELEGKAPH TO THE Um 
NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Herald's correspondent 
in Salvador cables that the Bar- 
clay Golden, with Gen. Ezeta’s ex- 
pedition on board, is cruising be- 
tween La Libertad and Acajutla, wait- 
ing for an opportunity to land and 
precipitate a. revolution. In view of 


an army and placing it on a war foot- 
ing. Recruiting is the order of the day 
throughout the republic. Various scdi- 
tious plans, all favoring Ezeta, have 
been unearthed and it has been’ dis- 
covered that the latter has had agents 
corrupting several battalions of the 
army. The republic has been declared 
to be in a state of siege. 

Frederic Boyd, Consul-General for 
Salvador, and dean of the Consular 
Corps in Panama, has received infor- 
mation from President Gutierrez that 
‘there are on board the Golden sixty 
Mexicans and a few Americans who 
joined the expedition at Acapulco. The 
party is well supplied with arms. The 
steamer was cleared by the Mexican 
authorities on the understanding that 
her destination was Panama and Con- 
sul Boyd has instructions to be on the 
lookout for her in case she puts in at 
that port. 

The Herald’s correspondent in Man- 
agua telegraphs that a cablegram has 
been received at the American legation 
there from the Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs of Salvador, saying that Antonio 


Ezeta has appeared off the coast of 


La Union with an expedition to 
upset the established government of 
Salvador. The two barks on which the 
revolutionists are, the dispatch says, 
fly the American flag and Minister Ba- 
ker is asked to have the barks seized. 
Minister Baker has replied, disavowing 
responsibility for the acts of the expe- 
dition, and denouncing the use of the 
American flag.by the party.

While Europe watches and waits, the 
y Turk keeps up his awful work, 
and the raising of the standard of the 
false prophet may prove the final effort 
of the rulers of the rotten Ottoman Em-

LONDON, Jan. §.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
dle.) Henry Norman, the special com- 
missioner of the London Daily Chron- 
icle, cables his paper ae follows from 
Washington:

arms. The respojisibility of any man 
or minister holding back at such a mo- 
ment, when England needs every friend 
she has, for the sake of mere dignity 
or obstinate adherence to the letter 
of diplomacy, is to 
plate. 

Regarding the Aberdeen 1 
and the Schomburg line I must ex- 
plain my attitude. I assert noth- 
ing, my means of information be- 
ing obviously limited. I simply in- 
vite refutation of the statement that 
the correspondence I cabled proves that 
England in 1841 freely admitted the 
Schomburg line to be destitute of any 
authority or validity as the basis of a 
territorial claim. The New York Even- 
ing Post, indulging in some clever fool- 
ing at my expense, quotes Lord Aber- 
deen’s letter of March 30, 1844, which 
states that England, by removing the 
boundary posts, did not cede any right 
which she might consider herself au- 
thorized to claim in the future. Unless 
a better retort is possible, my position 
is indeed unassailable. I base my con- 
tention upon the British official state- 
ments at the actual time the boundary 
posts were removed. No ex post facto 
explanation three years later can affect 
this. If England made any condition 
when she ordered the practical destruc- 
tion of the Schomburg line in 1843 in re- 
sponse to the repeated arguments, de- 
mands and insistence of the Venezue- 
lan government, then let us have the 
official correspondence containing these 
contentions which hold the field. 

“But the question at stake is infin- 
itely bigger than such arguments or 
any promiscuous discussion of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. The American govern- 
ment and people would be willing and 
glad to see England secure any amount 
of Venezuelan territory if her claim is 
capable of historical and diplomatic 
proof. They are willing to meet Eng- 
land in any direction and to any ex- 
tent in finding a competent tribunal to 
determine this. They ask only that 
Lord Salisbury’s blunt refusal and 
President Cleveland’s menaces alike be 
set aside and forgotten. They regard 
the demand for arbitration as the sa- 
cred right of a great and powerful na- 
tion standing on what is believed to be 
a matter of principle. Now Lord Salis- 


bury is a great man. He has a life- 
nue time reputation for brilliant foreign 


tesmanship. Whatever he may do, 
his patriotism and dignity are beyond | 
question.

The exi- 
gencies of the situation compelled the 
Porte to make some apparent conces- 
sions, and the Turkish representatives 
at the Berlin conference were ready to 
agree to anything, fully conscious that 
no more of the agreement need be kept 
than the Porte found it convenient to 
keep. 

Europe, collectively, is responsible in 
a large degree for the horrible butch- 
eries of Christians in Armenia; for 
Europe, by collective action, might have 
prevented these crimes against civiliza- 
tion and humanity. European concert 
of action would be feasible were it not 
for the jealousies and suspicions exist- 
ing between the European states. 
Each of the great powers of Europe is 
afraid of the others, and distrustful of 
every move that is made. This fear 
and this distrust make of Europe an 
armed camp, an@ burden its popula- 
tions with the expenses of vast armies.

John McGeugh Voluntarily Con- 
fesses That He Mardered Rob- 
ert Ross in the Troy Election 
Riots—A Dramatic Climax, 


cr ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
ALRBANT N. T.) Jan. 5.—The climax 
of one of the most dramatic and sensa- 


history was made public today, when, 
just forty-eight hours prior to the ex- 
ecution of the death sentence upon 
Bartholomew Shea, another man con- 
fessed to the murder and Shea steps 
from neath the shadow of death 
thrown by the electric chair. The invi- 
tations for the electrocution of Shea 
had “been issued, the State electrician 
was already upon the ground at — 
nemora prison, the Governor had de- 
cided on Saturday not to interfere in 
the carrying out of the sentence in the 
institution, when a comrade of Shea’s 
in the election outrages when the 
tragedy occurred confessed the crime. 
The man who voluntarily confesses to 
the crime and who practically steps 
from a prison chair to the menacing 
shadow of an electric death is John Mc- 
Gough of Troy, now serving a sentence 
of nineteen years six months for shoot- 
ing and attempting to kill William 
Ross, a brother of Robert Ross, 0 
was supposed to be Shea's victim. In 
some way known only to convicts, Me- 
Gough had contrived to keep informed 
as to the success or the failure of the 
applications for commutation made in 
behalf of Shea. When Shea was sen- 
tenced to die on December 23 it is be- 
lieved that McGough was ready to con- 
fess, but when he learned that a re- 
spite had been granted he withheld his 
confession. After the holidays he 
learned that the efforts to obtain com- 
mutation for Shea had.not ceased and 
so he made no sign, 

On Saturday, when Warden Thayer 
was made aware that the Governor 
would not interferegand arrangements 
were being madé for the execution, 
McGough sent for the warden of the 
prison and told him he wished to make 


a statement concerning the murder of 


Robert Ross. The warden had Me- 
Gough taken to his office and, handing 
him paper and pen, told him to put 
down what he had to say in writing. 
McGough wrote a communication of 
about two pages, and, signing it with 
his full name, handed it to the War- 
den. To the surprise of the warden 
and his deputies the paper contained a 
decided statement that he, McGough, 
and not Shea, had shot and killed Rob- 
ert Ross. The statement contained no 
details of the shooting other than the 
bold confession of the act. 

Warden Thayer went at once to the 
telephone, when McGough had been 
called to his cell, and called up the ex- 
ecutive chamber. He asked the Gov- 
ernor to receive a messenger whom he 
said would arrive, and then he at once 
dispatched the prison stenographer; 
Edward McCoughlin, to Albany. Mc 
Coughlin arrived in this city this morn- 
ing and caught Gov. Morton at the 
mansion just as he .was leaving for 
church. The Governor, upon learning 
the nature of the communication, sent 
at once for Pardon Clerk Joyce and 
Shea’s counsel, Galen Rhitt. After a 
brief conference the Governor decided 
to grant a respite for four weeks, dur- 
ing which time counsel could take the 
proper means to bring the matter be- 
fore the courts for a new trial. The 
respite will be issued tomorrow and will 
be in force until February 4. Rhitt will 
go before the Supreme Court tomor- 
row and ask for a new trial for O'Shea 
and the production in court of Me- 
Gough. 

The confession of McGough will bring 
to mind the tragic series of events that 
led up to the present dramatic results. 
The conviction of Shea and the great 
public sentiment against his release 
were due not entirely to the fact 
that he shot Ross, but to the aroused 
public sentiment against the disgrace- 
ful violation of the purity of the bal- 
lot that made the city of Troy a by- 
word, The crimes occurred on March 
6, 1894. Shea and McGougith headed a 
crowd of repéaters' who had worked at 
almost every..polling place in Troy. 
They had been told 8 try their 
games in the ward in ich the Ross 
brothers, William and Robert, were the 
head ot the Republican party, but they 
announced that they would. In antici- 
pation ot their visit, the ‘Ross brothers, 
John Boland and several other citizens 
had armed themselves with clubs and 


cartridges. It was shortly after 5 
o'clock that the melee occurred and 
while twenty or more shots were fired 
the two Ross brothers fell. It was 
while Robert lay prostrate that sonie- 
body ran up and shot him in the head. 
„The crime was finally laid at Shea's 
door and he was sentenced to death, 
while McGough was sent to prison for 
nineteen years for his assault upon 

nam Ross. Shea's case was taken 
to the Court of Appeals, which con- 
firmed the conviction. The Governor 
respited him until after the holidays, 
but on Saturday refused to commute 
his sentence. Some idea of the senti- 
ment in Troy over the matter can be 
obtained when it is known that the citi- 
zens are erecting a monument in honor 
of the Ross, who list his life. At the

Tp te Date and Never Ont of 
 Order—Will Soon Be Ready for 
the Pablic.

and expedite the getting of books.

inadequate card-catalogues. | 
The indexer is a chest of antique 


and 23 inches wide. Looking through 


the plate-glass top one sees two polyg- 
i 


nal drums, whose ends are journaled 
in the framework of the cases. One of 
the drums has a crank. A series of 
strong, metal-bound leaves or holders, 
each 16x5 inches, are fitted to the sur- 
face of the drums. These leaves, con- 
nected with hinge pins, form an end- 
less chain, which moves with the re- 
volving drums. Each leaf of the chain 
ean be readily unhooked for the inser- 
tion of new leaves. On the opposite 
longer sides of the leaves are thin 
metal strips, which form grooves into 
which to slip the pieces of pasteboard 
on which are written the titles of the 
books to be indexed. 

To begin the catalogue, the assistant 
librarian, Miss Austin, took the first. 
page of the fiction list, printed some 
little time ago. The first column was 
pasted on a strip of cardboard of a 
size to fit the holders. But many new 
books of fiction have been added to the 
library since the fiction list was 
printed, and the titles of these books 
must be inserted in the catalogue. So 
the card is placed in a card-cutter and 
sliced into sections, each containing the 
‘title and number of a single bock. 
These slips can be pushed back and 
forth in the holder, so as to admit new 
slips. Then the names of the new 
books are type-written on thin paper 
and pasted on cardboard and inserted 
“in their proper places.

To resume the description of the 
working of the contrivance: At cer- 
tein intervals rods are fixed to the 
edges of the leaves, so as to project 
slightly beyond the end. At each end 
of the framework supporting the drums 
are curved metal segments.
